Its new. 
Its non-partisan. 
It 
has no use for Communists or 
neo-Fascists. It’s’ a movement of 
the younger political leaders of 
all other parties. “ Kennedy-ismo” 
simple says it’s 
time 
for 
the 
younger men in all political par­ 
ties to be given a chance. They 
believe some of the political lead­ 
ers are so ancient they’re creak­ 
ing—and so is the government— 
and if there is the government 
—and if there is no change Italy 
might fall to the young, vibrant, 
pile-driving Communist Party. 
“Kennedy-ismo” was the idea of 
one bright member of the govern­ 
ing Christian Democratic Party. 
He decided to invite younger men 
of all parties to a banquet not 
long after our own national elec­ 
tion in which two young men. a 
43-year-old and a 47-year-old ran 
for President. The 43-year-old won. 
so the younger Italians called their 
movement Kennedy-ismo. Had it 
been Nixon, it probably’ would hae 
been Nixon-ismo. The organizers 
expected six to ten men at their 
dinner. So two hundred arrived 
Influential men. too. 
They were in revolt against the 
fact that some leaders have held 
power for four to five decades. 
They are worried about the strength 
of the Italian Communist Party. 
With its 1,75.000 to 2,000.000 mem­ 
bers it is the biggest in the free 
world. 
Yet Italy 
is enjoying a gold 
rush. It has over three billion dol­ 
lars in its own Fort Knox. Italy 
has so many American companies 
investing here, it has become a 
haven for U. S. efficiency experts, 
management training expert*, time 
and motion study experts. 
In tact Italy has reached the 
greatest rate of increase in its 
income and gross national product 
in the world. Italy as a nation 
is getting rich—vet the Commu­ 
nist Party is getting bigger bit 
by bit. Furthermore its strength 
is in the high income areas. It’s 
obviously not poverty but propa­ 
ganda and organization that makes 
a successful party. 
This in effect, is what the new 
movement is examining — and 
again I point out that Kennedy- 
ismo has brought together men of 
all parties, not in a new party, 


but in a new movement to pr<* 
mote younger men in all parties. 
It is more than ambition or com­ 
petitiveness, which stirs them. 
The government machinery has 
become too big for the govern­ 
ment itself. It is strangling itself 
and its people in red tape. This 
angers the citizenry and creases 
a massive protest vote— the Com­ 
munist - left wing Socialist vote. 
The red tape is just one of the 
hundreds of irritations. But it's’ 
typical. 
There ate in this lovely land 
many firms which specialize in 
de-snafu*ing business. Their sole 
speciality is unraveling red tape. 
These are private businesses. With­ 
out them many government bur­ 
eaus and the citizenry could never 
get together. 
There are at least eighty, per­ 
haps a hundred, social security, 
agencies here. There is no single 
deduction for Social Security as 
in our country. The rate differs. 
Steelworkers have one rate; sail­ 
ors another, etc. So the agencies 
multiply. 
Suppose then a worker doesn't 
get his check or must make con­ 
tact with the proper government 
agency for seine reason. 
Well, he just doesn ’t send a let­ 
ter or go up the window and com­ 
plain or demand action. He goes 
to the private firm which special­ 
izes in de-snafu-ing that particular 
government agency. Otherwise he 
would get nowhere. The govern­ 
ment bureau just wouldn't bother 
with him, or it would get him so 
snarled in red tape it literally 
would take several years to settle 
the matter. 
But the private citizen doesn t 
pay the de-snafu-ing corporation. 
The government pays his fee. 
In other words, the government 
realizes that many of its bureaus 
are so choked with red tape, it 
needs the help of private service 
firma to unravel it. Government 
Is so big that governing appears 
to have become too big tor the 
government itself. 
And this is just one of a tOou- 
>and instance# and 
frustrations 
the Communists exploit. 
The younger men. conservatives 
and liberals alike, want something 
done about it before it is too late.

—especially since the Kremlin is

IN THE

Its tim e to rem ind you th at fall 
g ard en planting tim e is here. T ry 
to get fall gardens planted som e­ 
tim e during the last w eek of Ju ly 
aw l the first week of A ugust. 
I realize th a t we d o n 't h av e an 
abundance of garden 
en th u siasm 
a t th is tim e of y ear. and m any 
folks a re vacationing. But re m e m ­ 
ber. you can enjoy the fruits of a 
good fall garden if you can find 
the tim e to get one p la n e d 
It’s also p retty tough to get a 
g ard en started in the trot Ju ly and 
A ugust w eather we u sually have 
in M issouri. B ut it can be done. 
H ere a re a few tips. F irst of all, 
clear all plants and d eb ris from 
the a re a to be planted. And l ‘d 
suggest m axing your fall garden 
ra th e r 
sm all, 
p erh ap s one-fourth 
to one-third the size of your spring 
and su m m er garden. 
Tile next step is to irrigate this 
portion you intend to plant to a 
fall g arden. We usually a re not for - 
lu n ate enough to get a good soak­ 
ing rain at this tim e of the y ear. 
So lf a good rain has not com e, 
put on about two inches of w ater- 
use a coffee can to m e asu re the 
! am ount of w ater you a re putting 
on. T his will give you a m oist seed­ 
bed in which to sow the seed. 
A fter NOU have sown the seed, 
sprinkle the su rface lightly each 
evening The purpose of this light 
w atering is to keep th e upper inch 
of soil m oist to insure p ro p er g er­ 
m ination of the seed. You will find 
your seed will g erm in ate quickly 
in these w arm , m oist conditions. 
C ontinue sprinkling the su rface 
lightly until the 
seedlings 
show 
their first tru e leaves. If you get 
your plants to this stag e, you are 
over the hum p, so to speak. By

trate d the m oist soil below 
and 
should be able to fend for th e m ­ 
selves as far as m o istu re is con­ 
cerned.
